Retires After 
55 Years as 
Local Barber 


To John F. Soehrens, well known local 
barber of Main street, who recently retired on 


Andover of 1877, which was the year his 
business career in town, began. 

Mr. Soehrens was born in Holstein, in the 
northern part of Germany but came to this 
country when a young man in his late teens 
His place of business on Main street, he had 
occupied for fifty-three years up to the time 
of his recent retirement. 

Mr. Soehrens has seen the rise and fall of 
many of his customers. Many well known 
\ndoverites of former days were customers 
at his shop, among them Dr. Bancroft of 
Phillips academy. Chief Justice Marcus 
Morton of the Massachusetts Supreme Court, 
Moses Foster, cashier of the Andover Nation 


Four hours and ten minutes of town meet- 
ing last Monday afternoon settled the finan 
cial destinies of Andover for the fiscal year 
1932 and after the smoke of battle over issues 
and personalities had cleared, the town was 
assured of a tax rate of $21.50, the lowest

Little for Special Articles 

The total appropriation for 1932, as voted 
Monday, is $521,155.07. Of this amount, 
$513,330.07 was appropriated for article 
three in the warrant, leaving only $7,825.00 
for special articles. This remarkably low 
figure for special appropriations was achigved 
by turning down every special article involv- 
ing money except those affecting the pro- 
posed new way between Chestnut and Sum- 
mer streets; the town’s share of the cost of 
installing traffic signals at North Main and 
Union streets in Shawsheen village; the 
articles asking $1500 to buy a car and truck 
for the Board of Public Works; the article 
asking $500.00 to pay damages on the land 
the town will take by eminent domain from 
the B. & M. railroad near Haggett’s pond; the 
article asking $50,00 to repair temporarily the 
Bailey and Richardson schools; and the 
article asking $400.00 to furnish quarters for 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars in Andover. 

The total appropriations would mean a tax 
rate of $22 but Town Treasurer Thaxter 
Eaton reported that $10,000 in free cash was 
left over from last year and could be used by 
the assessors this year to reduce the tax rate 
another fifty cents. 

Two innovations were introduced at the 
meeting by John F. O'Connell, president of 
the Taxpayers’ association. First, all articles 
for special amounts were disposed of before 
departmental budgets were considered. Sec- 
ond, a large blackboard showed the progress 
of appropriations and the tax rate. A motion 
to have the board removed, by James Dugan, 
commander of the local Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, who asserted it was nonsensical and 
good for drawing cartoons, was overwhelm- 
ingly defeated 

The work of Alfred L. Ripley, elected 
moderator pro tem to fill the vacancy caused 
by Dr, Alfred E. Stearns’ absence, was 
warmly praised by citizens after the meeting. 
He was credited with expediting affairs and 
yreventing the meeting from becoming out of 
1and, 


Record Attendance 

The attendance was a record one, Over 
1,000 people crowded into the hall which 
normally holds 650 people, and the balcony, 
platform and exits were crowded with men 
and women alike, standing throughout the 
whole meeting, 

Two motions under new business were 
passed. Upon the move of Charles J. Bailey, 
chairman of the Finance committee, it was 
voted that a committee be appointed by the 
moderator to investigate the working hours 
and pay of town employees. Upon the motion 
of C, Carleton Kimball, and after an hour of 
impassioned and moving oratory on both 
sides of the question, it was voted to resolve 
to disapprove the coming of the state institu- 
tion to Andover. 

Glorifying war was strongly denounced by 
G. Edgar Folk, who rose to attack the ac- 
ceptance of a German field piece by the town 
from the Veterans of Foreign Wars. After a 
prolonged discussion on whether the presence 
of the gun in the square would induce a war- 
like spirit, it was voted to accept the field 
piece with the provision that if it could not 
be set up in the square, it might be set up in 
the park,

First: I find that the 1931 valuation for 
this entire property is $5,750. The proposed 
valuation for 1932 would be $13,750 which is 
obtained by using a six-cent rate on the new 
street and the present standing rates of nine 
cents on Summer street and ten cents on 
Chestnut street. There have been no allow 
ances made in these valuations for deprecia 
tion on account of physical conditions 


passing 


there are one or two things yet to be done by 
the abutters. There are piles of dirt and loam 
and gravel piled up on the sides of the street, 
so that if anybody buys a lot it can be used 
for grading, and not left in the streets as 
some people have presumed. As Mr. Hardy 
has read the figures, the town will make a 
profit in putting water and sewer through. 

Without these improvements it is still 
farm land, but we have at least seven people 
who are actively interested in building, three 
of which are quite sure of building. We are 
not in it for personal profit, and I can prove 
it. Two or three years ago a real estate propo- 
sition was outlined there. It was divided into 
lots 50 by 70 and the property was about to 
be passed into the hands of speculative 
builders. Daniel A. Hartigan, I. R. Kimball 
and two others—we all bought the property 
to protect the neighborhood and not to 
make personal profit. If we break even on it 
we will shake hands with ourselves. We are 
not in a real estate speculation. We have had 
a survey and prepared plans and the boards 
have approved it this year. The Board of 
Public Works has followed our arguments and 
voted in favor of it. Then the Finance Com- 
mittee gave us their approval. I also ap- 
peared before the Taxpayers’ association but 
there was no action. We are sure that any 
fair minded citizen will approve these 
articles. It will bring in more revenue to the 
town and will bring in more money, and the 
surplus would go towards a decrease in the 
tax rate. It will provide people in town with 
quite a bit of manual labor if water and 
sewage are put in there. Many of these im 
provements call for machinery, but in 
digging ditches it is largely manual labor and 
the money will come out of the abutters and 
not out of the town. We feel it is a good bar- 
gain for the town. I have more facts and 
figures, but I hope the voters will give us 
their intelligent action. 

Joseph Chambers: We are here to keep 
this tax rate down to almost nothing. When 
has the town been in the real estate business 
before? I do not remember. The petitioners 
admit themselves when the houses are built 
and the lots are sold there will be a big return 
back to the town. 

Roy Hardy: That happens the minute 
this article is accepte d. 

Mr. Chambers: We are here to keep the 
town’s money as it is. We don’t want to blow 
it in on any wild goose scheme. 

Moderator: Out of order. s 

Mr. Chambers (continuing): Doesn’t it 
seem reasonable to you? The price of these 
lots is going to be $1200 when they are sold 
They cannot be sold now for $1200, with no 
water and no sewer. They ask us to put 
forward the money to pay for that job.

Why 
develop this property so that they can make 
a protit?

regulations made in cities by the mayor with 
the approval of the council, and in towns by 
vote of the town, and for this purpose a town 
with a valuation of less than five million 
dollars may annually appropriate not more 
than one thousand dollars; a town with a 
valuation of five million dollars but not more 
than twenty million dollars may annually 
appropriate not more than fifteen hundred 
dollars; a town with a valuation of twenty 
million dollars but not more than seventy-five 
million dollars may annually appropriate not 
more than two thousand dollars .

Gentlemen; 

With reference to the triangular piece of 
land located next to the Barnard estate and 
at the junction of Main and High streets in 
Andover, Mass., we have the following to 
report, namely: 

That Sarah Barker, of Andover, on June 
13, 1794, made a deed to Hon, Samuel Phil 
lips, and fifteen others, of a track of land 
containing five or six rods, more or less, 
which we think refers to said triangular 
piece of land. This deed conveys the land to 
said Phillips and others and to their heirs 
forever, but with limitations, namely, they 
are to hold it for the sole purpose of accom 
modating the public and “‘it shall lay as an 
open common and highway forever.” See 
copy of deed sent you. 

Now among the various grantees above 
referred to, was one Abiel Pearson, physician, 
who formerly owned the land where the 
Barnard homestead now is, and as grantee 
through whom the Barnard estate takes 
title, to our minds would be one of the owners 
of the fee or title in this land, subject, how- 
ever, to the limited use of it on their part, 
as they evidently took it in a sense to 
hold for the benefit of the public and in no 
sense for their own private, individual benefit 
or use. 

We have not examined the records of the 
Town of Andover to see whether the town 
ever purchased the fee in the land, but would 
be surprised to learn that they ever did be 
cause, after the deed from said Sarah Barker 
to Samuel Phillips, et als, it seems to us that 
it was unnecessary for the town to spend any 
money or to do anything to get title in the 
land, because the citizens of the town had the 
right of using the land as if it belonged to the 
town, 

Now then, if the town never took a deed 
of this land, as a town, we cannot see how it 
has any title or interest in the land, unless at 
town meeting they have taken action with 
reference to the erection of bandstands or 
other structures, which would show that they 
claimed certain rights by prescription in the 
use of the land. This we could not say was 
done without an examination of the town 
records. If private citizens have erected any 
structure on the land without vote of the 
town, the act of those citizens in no sense 
could be construed as the act of the town, 
acting as 4 corporation, 

Our construction of the above mentioned 
deed would be that the land conveyed by it 
should remain oepn forever and not only is 
the language that it shall “lay as an open 
common”, but added after the words “open 
common” are the words “and highway” 
So, presumably, the intention was to throw 
this tract of land open to the public to be 
used as a highway and to be common to all 
citizens, 

Now, if it was to be used as a common 
highway, we think it would be illegal for the 
town, acting as a corporation, to put a curb- 
ing around this land so as to prevent either 
pedestrians or travelers with horses and 
wagons or automobiles from passing over it.

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Keep the State School Out 


The attempt to foist a school for 
feeble-minded on Andover has become a 
determined drive on the part of the 
state since the town made known its 
attitude against the state school at 
town meeting Monday and since the 
committee of citizens has interviewed 
Governor Ely and Dr. George M. Kline, 
commissioner of mental diseases at the 
State House, who has his heart set on 
bringing the institution to Andover. 

Of course, we all agree that such} 
schools do a great deal of good and that 
they should be continued. But there are | 
so many other places in Essex county | 
where such a school could be built with-| 
out injuring a town or hurting a great 
educational center, that it is impossible | 
to understand the point of view of the 
state in even considering such a beauti- | 
ful place as Andover. 

The state wants to build a school here 
to house morons, feeble-minded, and | 
idiots, not children in chronological age, 
but children in mental age, not only | 
boys and girls, but also men and women. | 
By so doing it wants to deliberately ruin 
the future chances of expansion and 
growth in Andover by making the town} 
less desirable to live in. By its attitude, | 
the state, too, wants to hurt the names | 
of Phillips and Abbot academies, two 
which have attracted inter-| 
national fame to the town of Andover 
for more than a century and which have 
made the name of Andover synonymous 
with the very best in education, It 
wants to make Andover synonymous, | 
instead, with a state institution for the | 
feeble-minded. No matter how well the 
people here will know that the state 
institution has no connection with the 
academies, people from all over the 
country, who think of Andover in terms 
of quality education and who contribute

the way of business, but it will also de- 
tract from the town in a way that will 
hurt. People who now look on Andover 
as a most desirable residential town will 
shun it, many who live here will move 
away, and the result will be the de- 
cadence of Andover. One has but to 
look at Danvers, where a state institu- 
tion exists, with its tax rate of $48.80, 
the second highest tax rate in the state, 
with its empty houses and lack of busi- 
ness, to see what will happen to Ando- 
ver should the school be built here. The 
state has thrown down the gauntlet; it is 
for the people now to take up the fight 
and keep the state school away from 
Andover. 


Town Meeting 


There are good many towns and 
cities which envy Andover today, The 
action of the voters at town meeting 
Monday in cutting expenditures so that 
a tax rate of $21.50 will be in effect for 
1932, without at the same time cutting 
the salaries of town employees was as 
remarkable as it was novel. Were 
salaries cul, the tax rate would probably 
have been under $20.00, but even as the 
situation stands now, Andover has one 
of the lowest tax rates for 1952 in 
Massachusetts. Investigation would pro- 
bably show that no other town of this 
size in the state has a tax rate as low as 
$21.50. 

On top of this action comes the in- 
formation that it is entirely probable 
that the assessors will reduce valua- 
tions some $500,000 this year. This step 
will reduce the burden on the 
Andover taxpayer. It is hoped that this 
will become a fact when the as- 
sessors begin their work for this year. 

The town has much for which to 
thank Alfred L. Ripley.

Mr. Traynor: I move we lay that on the 
table until next year. Assessors’ survey, is 
that what they call it? I wonder if you people 
remember what happened to you before on 
this assessors’ survey. Have you forgotten 
about that? 

Matthew Burns: I would like to ask the 
town clerk to read the contract entered into 
between the Board of Assessors and Morse 
and Dickenson, 

Frank Hardy: There is no such contract. 

Matthew Burns: Then who entered into 
a verbal agreement as to how long a time 
this would take, and the cost of it plus 15 
yercent? Who in the hall can answer this, and 
haw long this is going to take? 

Mr. Traynor: The town of Andover voted 
that way. 

Matthew Burns: We find that there have 
been a few streets revalued in the past six 
years. You know what happened to you, or 
to a great many of you. Some of you it has 
passed by. To my way of understanding this 
replacement revaluation, and I have facts 
and figures from towns of this size, it will take 
ten years and I want to know how long this 
will take. If ] am wrong in my figures and 
ideas I will apologize to my friend, Mr 
Hardy, but I think it is the most drastic 
thing ever known in the State of Massachu 
setts. If he can take a minute and explain 
this to us, and tell us about the airplane 
pictures they plan to take, I am going to give 
him that minute. 

Mr. Dwyer: Taxpayers and fellow citi 
zens: I will ask Mr. Moderator, if I can find 
out from our chairman how many index cards 
per dwelling he has on file 

Frank Hardy: Approximately 1800 

Mr. Dwyer: How many buildings remain 
to be indexed? 

Frank Hardy: ‘The exact number I cannot 
say, but in valuation it means that 75 percent 
to 80 percent of the valuation of the town has 
been affected. 

Mr. Dwyer: My impression was that only 
the business and residential section was to be 
assessed and that should be completed in six 
years. This survey has now cost the tax 
payer $18,400, an average of over $110 per 
dwelling. This is an extremely high price for 
a piece of cardboard. They have had some 
maps to assist them. They now know how to 
get the data about a barn and garage, but if 
they don’t it is a pretty costly expenditure. 
Somebody was paid for this, at least my tax 
bill shows that somebody was paid. According 
to the statistics 268 dwellings in Andover 
were affected, leaving 400 to be card indexed. 
Is it fair to assume that any man of fair intel 
ligence should be able to measure the remain 
ing 400 dwellings. Let him go to any con 
tractor in Andover and he will tell him very 
quickly what the replacement value of that 
property would be. You don’t have to go to 
Haverhill to get it, you can have it done here 
in Andover 

(Cries of question) 

The result in cubic feet is put on a card for 
the assessors to look at and then they assess 
the property from the card. Why should we 
appropriate another $3000 to complete this? 
We have assessors and if they can’t go out 
and measure five dwellings a day, there must 
be something wrong 

(Gavel. Cries of question) 

Moderator: Motion made to have the 
article indefinitely postponed is before the 
house.

fire station which will result in throwing seven 
men out of the little work they have been 
getting. It also results in increasing their 
insurance rates on their homes. It means that 
the abolishment of the Ballardvale fire station 
will result in the central fire station having to 
go down there to a fire a little too late to do 
any good. As an illustration, in moving that 
fire department away from your community 
in Ballardvale, it means this much. If you 
will follow me closely you will read between 
the lines. A short time ago the alarm was 
sounded to answer a fire at a little camp up in 
West Andover by the Lakeside Filling Sta- 
tion. This was probably all that some man 
had in the world, In answer to that alarm it 
took the central fire apparatus to come from 
Andover square, just 29 1-2 minutes. How 
much was saved? They arrived in time to save 
the foundation. 

Frank Hardy: There is no truth in his 
remarks. He is all wrong. This cut in ap- 
propriation does not mean doing away with 
the Ballardvale fire station. 

Mr. Squires: I will now complete my 
remarks. It has been shown on the town 
books and I have obtained these figures from 
the town treasurer, that it costs $4122 per 
year to operate the Ballardvale fire station. 
What does that mean? There has been pre- 
sented to you a cut in the fire department 
appropriation of $4126, What does it mean? 
They are not coming out with their cards and 
telling you what they are going to do. I don’t 
care for myself, I don’t live in Ballardvale. 
I live in West Andover where they should 
take the Bailey school and conyert it into a 
fire station. We have thrashed it out before. 
We want more protection for the money we 
are paying. 

Moderator: The Finance committee has 
been over this carefully. The Fire department 
has been over it carefully. They certainly can 
explain to the meeting just what this means. 
The gentleman doesn't know altogether what 
he is talking about. 


James Mosher: As that question was 
being discussed, the chief of the fire depart- 
ment was directly in back of me. I turned and 
asked him what it meant, and if it meant the 
abolishment of the Ballardvale fire station. 
He said that it absolutely did not. The de- 
crease means that they have sufficient hose 
to cover them this year, and the operating 
expenses will not be as much as last year. 
Therefore, they sought to have the expendi- 
ture reduced. 

Mr. Traynor: If the people take stock of 
this they will see we are referring back to our 
old way of living.

Charles J. Bailey: Two years ago on the 
suggestion of the Finance committee, and 
also representing the men here working for 
the town who have regular jobs and the 
fellows who have not got anything, a com- 
mittee was appointed to investigate the 
salaries paid by the town. At that time we 
did not take in the town officers. Some of 
them are elected and the Finance committee 
felt it did not have ethical jurisdiction over 
their office. Since that time it has come to 
our attention that there was some discussion 
as to the hours of labor, hours of work, kind 
of work, etc., done by some of our town 
officers. Some of them ate part-time jobs 
Some people have told us that the men who 
hold these jobs were getting too much and 
others not enough. As to the hours of work 
some say that we ought to be nine to five. 
Downstairs you will see it posted on the door 
that they are nine to four-thirty, and some 
people have told us they have come up here 
and found no one to do business. 

Confusion exists in many ways. Others 
told us there is over-lapping of work with 
some people doing work that ought to be 
done by others. It is barely possible that any 
committee or any individual may be too 
close to something so that he cannot see, his 
vision is warped, or secondly, they don’t want 
to break the precedent which has been 
established. 


To act upon the report of the 


The Finance committee has made a recom 
mendation that a committee be appointed by 
the moderator to consider this very carefully, 
looking into the work performed by all town 
officers, whether appointed or elected, the 
hours they put in, whether they are part 
time jobs o¢ are here from nine to five. It is 
barely possible that being so close to this 
work we would not see the merits or demerits 
of the system, so I am going to make it as a 
motion that the moderator appoint a com 
mittee to go into the matter of analyzing the 
kinds of work and hours of work very care 
fully, with the endeavor to have the town 
offices run on the same basis and compensa- 
tion, with the same kinds of work and hours 
of labor as is done in any private corpora 
tion.

We held a 
meeting last night expecting the members of 
the Lions club to answer some questions, but 
they held a meeting last night for the express 
purpose of looking into the affair of the 
Feeble Minded Institution. After a long dis- 
cussion fo several hours we finally got down 
to the crux of the whole problem, for in every 
problem, as I said last night, no problem 
comes to mind alone, it comes with its aunts, 
cousins and all its relatives. b 

This is a complex problem, as intimated 
today, and some people are benefited and 
some people are not benefited and some people 
are actually injured by it, so it is a complex 
problem and the only way to solve a complex 
problem is to seize at once upon its major 
parts or the crux of the whole problem, — 

Is it a stigma upon the town, and if it isa 
stigma do the benefits accruing from it 
counter-balance the stigma? That is pre- 
cisely what came to my mind last night and 
you have to touch the very nugget of the 
whole problem. My question, and what really 
forced me to speak was this: I understand 
that this Dr. Kline who was invited to come 
to Andover was asked by the Lions club, and 
in answer to a very pertinent question he 
definitely said, “ We like Andover better than 
any other spot we have looked at so far and 
we propose to come to Andover whether you 
like it or not, but we want to come with a 
welcome.”

There have been certain statements or 
indictments made in regard to the cost to the 
town which I have taken it upon myself to 
explain. We have figures from the Board of 
Public Works which absolutely prove that the 
state, whatever money is put into sewer or 
water, no matter what we put in, $50,000 or 
$500,000, the state will pay the money back 
over a period of fifteen years, plus interest 

Whatever money we put in for water and 
sewer, that is assured me by the Board of 
Public Works, and they have even intimated 
that it can be so figured that they can make a 
little profit on Dr. Kline. As far as the tax 
rate goes, $100,000 is involved, o¢ houses 
valued at $63,000 and land at $37,000. We 
lose the tax on the houses, but we do not lose 


a tax rate on the land which is higher than our 
tax rate, so that the actual loss would prob 
ably be about $2100, and that would prob 
ably be offset by the profits, plus the slight 
amount of money that might be spent in the 
town, So this committee has decided on the 
question of economics. So far as the stigma 
is concerned, that is another question. That 


against it on that ground; but let us keep 
these facts on economics straight. 

Mr. Bailey: It is a great pleasure to have 
listened to this discussion. When it comes to a 
question of economics I have had 15 years 
experience under state government, and I 
think I know my way around down there 
When you get down to the question of 
economics, just remember the state will come 
here if they so desire, whether we like it or 
not, although they rarely do things in the 
face of direct opposition, as a matter of policy 
o¢ fairness.

Maybe it may sound like heresy for me to 
talk this way about my employers, but I 
repeat that the state has all the money it 
wants and when they take a place they take 
it. You have got to consider what has hap 
pened in other cities and towns, when some 
thing objectionable comes. I may be mis 
understood, because it is of course very nice 
to have these people properly cared for, but 
I want you to realize what has happened in 
places where these institutions are. Certain 
men in this town have gone into it and they 
are not telling you all they know, It would 
surprise you if you got some of the heart 
breaking statements made by people who 
have p.operty abutting in some of the other 
places where they have been located. They

Now consider your own people, They have 
rights, and if we protect them it is to our 
credit.

My real reason for getting up here today 

is because I do not believe that the location 

for such a school has been well chosen from 

either angle, not only the economical but the 

psychological viewpoint. We have a school 

here that people speak of as Andover acad- 

emy in every part of the world. I believe that 

it would make a terrific impression upon the 

minds of people if you began to link up the 

feeble minded school and Phillips academy, 

so it seems to me that this psychological 

aspect is one you cannot ov erlook. 

We know these children are human, they 
are the misfits, possibly the derelicts of 
society, and are unfortunately placed by 
their mental situation where there is no 
opportunity to develop along the lines of 
normal children, and I believe it is the duty 
of every citizen to take care of them, but I 

believe it is also the duty of every citizen to 
see that we do not develop the making of 
feeble minded children, for I believe in pre 

vention rather than cure 

Nevertheless throughout this Common 

wealth there are wonderful spots where this 
institution could be established to the better- 
ment of these children, where they would be 
taught to be self-supporting, taught the 
values of outdoor life and the influence of 
that environment would be very welcome 

But here I consider that we would be in 
conflict with two different opinions. The 
25,000 people in and around Andover would 
know that the two institutions, the one up on 
the hill and the other one in the hollow, were 
just separate, distinct institutions; but when 
you begin to speak to outside people they 
would think that these institutions were 
somewhat similar, or attached in some way, 
and they would naturally be prejudiced so 
that there is a possibility that instead of a 
full quota at Phillips it would fall down very 
rapidly 


The opinions of most of the people are 
usually directed along the particular line 
they are seeking. Everyone has expressed 
their opinions because they feel they have a 
right, but one has the viewpoint of howmuch

It was also decided that the question of 
combining history and geography in the 
junior high school be referred to the com 
mittee on teachers and curriculum 

Radio Week 

Much interest was manifested regarding 
radios in the various schools. There are now 
three schools, the Indian Ridge, North and 
West Centre, which are not so equipped. It 
felt that the children of the Indian 
Ridge and West Centre were too small to 
obtain much benefit from the educational 
programs for which these radios are used, but 
that a great deal of benefit might be derived 
by the children of the North school if a radio 
were installed. The present radios are all 
gifts of various organizations 

It was voted that the length of periods in 
the high school, together with the matter of 
language curriculum, be referred to the 
Teachers committee together with Mr. Ham 
blin and Mr. Sanborn 

A clerk for Mr. Hamblin was discussed and 
the question asked if some of the pupils from 
the Commercial department could not be of 
real assistance to him. It was learned, how 
ever, that this is now being done as much as is 
prac tical 

The matter of seats for Punchard hall 
together with lockers for the basement was 
referred to the Buildings and Grounds com 
mittee 

It was suggested that the school depart 
ment call attention to the various organiza 
tions in town to the value of pre-school health 
examinations, and ask their co-operation 
with the school department.
